Vppon 
chunderftanding whereof, hee repayred fecretlie with his Agent, 
Didaco de {arcame Anthony de Sofa, and Arthon ny Suares , into a 
Barque whiche his fayde Agent kepte alwaies readye for a neede 
in the hauen of Lisboge.

.. When Doz Anthonio was more certainelye: Mec of bete 
newes, hecameforthwith to Lisbone,giuing notyce of his com- 
‘ming to the gouernours and Captayne generall ofthe fame Cytie, 
who. refonted prefently to himto congratulate his comming;ofic- 
ring to make him king. Whereunto he aufwered very difcreetely 
that kine Henry was but newly deceated and howe theftates, and 
gouernouts of the kingdome were affembled to difpof e ofthe fuc

Within certaine dayes after, king Antberie departed from the 
citie of Lisbon , to Setuball, where {till remained the deputies of 
the townes, with the high Chauncelour, the principal Counfel- 
lours ofthe realme, and many ofthe nobilitie : By whome he was 
likewife created and fworne King with all folemnities thereunto 
conuenient, Where the third time he made the like proteftation 
that he had made afore in Savtaren,fending two of the faid depu- 
ties from thence to the king of (affile,with commiflion to declare 
vnto him, thatif he woulde defift from force ofarmes, and fubmit 
his caufe to the determination ofthe Iudges thereunto authorifed, 
thatthenhe would doe the like, and lay downethe name and dig- 
nitie of king. And hauing firft giuen order for the defence of a 
towne called eM ente Maior ( which was in daungerto be befie- 

ed bythe duke of A/#a he returned from thence to the citie of

| patched letters immediatly to all cities and townesofthe kingdo, 
and to the townesand calles of e4phrica, and thylandes and 
firme lande, fubiect to the crowne of Portugall , cerifiyng them 
how he was chofen and fworpc king,and therefore required them 
all fom thenceforward, to take & knowledge him for their king,

were flaine, it fortuned the fame day thatthe faidking Don Ane 
thenio thought to haue ioyned batteil with the king of (a/files po- 
. wer( which was the xxiiii.day of Auguft ) earely inthe morning, 
many ofthem that were with him, fecing thenemie approch, bes 
ganne to flye: whereof certaine went to thenemies , {pecially the 
horfemen, a great part whereof ( as afterwardes manifeltly ap- 
peared ) were corrupted by the king of (affile, befides there was 
great want of gunpowder in King Anthenies campe : for atthat 
time by the defaulrandtreafon of the faid gouernours ( who as.is 
afore declared ) had conueied a great quantitie o gun powder in- 
- to Cafile, there could notbe found aboue two thoufande pound 
weight ofthefaide powderinall the citie of Lisbon. buda 
Vpon confideration ofallthefe thinges, King Aztbouies molt 
principal & faithful feruants counfelled him to prouice in time 
for the fafetie ofhis perfon, foras long as it was fafe, there remai- . 
. ned fome hope of the recouerie ofthe libertie of the counttey, 
which in cafe he were loft, was vtterly vnrecouerable for eucr. 
. Which aduife by his maieftie weli weighed and confidered, hee 
determined with many ofhis noble men and others that were ve- 
ry faithfüli vnto him, to breake thorow a fquadron of horfemen, 
whereby thenemie fuppofed to haue cut away from him all poffi- 
bilitie to efcape away. And thereupon without delay caufing the 
Kings royall ftandard to march before him, they all fetípurres to 
their horfes;and fo fürioufly affayle thenemies,that (traitghtwaies - 
they droue them from their place, and fo with their weapons pre- 
cured their paflage, Wherein King eAnthonie himfelfe receined: 
two great woundesin his head by ftaying (and that not without.

mies, Andalthough the King was greatly troubled and weake-- 
ned by meanes ofthofe woundes whereout the bloud ranne in 
great abundance downe hiseyes and face: yet more by Gods.

Nowe as the king was fayling vp the river in the faide barque 
towarde Sautaren,his Agent (hauing followed the {tandard)came 
prefently by great chaunce to the fame place where theking was 
taken into the barque,and vnderftanding his Maieftie to be therin 


feeing the fame a farre off, and perceauing how certen ofthe kin g 
of CafHiles galleys purfued the fame verye neere dif charging flore: - 


ofharquebuth thor thereat, he galloped after by theriuer fide in 
all poffible hatte to ouertake the barque and beein g come righte 


- againflthe fame, ceafednot to make fignes from the fhore fide: - 
that it fhoulde come to lande inthe place where he was,and asit. 


was commine towarde him,hce caufed two of thein that were in: 


his companyeto alight their horfesnamely Anthonte de Sofa, and 


jerom de Sylua , appointing the beft horfe to the Kinge,and tho-

Inthismaner they galloped away all as faft as they could through

taken by one of the Gallyes fo asthe refte that remained behind 
coulde not come to fhoare, the greateft parte of thennimies lea- 
ping intothe water where it was fhallowe forthe eafier taking of 


thefaide “barque, where they tooke many prifoners , amongeft. 


whome the chiefelt were Emmanuel de Cafiro and Anthenie Bo- 


_tadoandother the Kings feruants, ——— | a 
When the duke of Aa was entred into Lisbon; fuppofing Dem 
Anthenio had hid imfclfechere, he made no great iearch after 
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him inthe fieldes. In fo much that while the fouldiors were bufie 


in {poyliag the fubburbes, and fearch was made inthe towne for 
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Byíhop of Guardia, theExle of Uimiofo , 
gouernont of the fayde Citic of Santaren , 
his maiefties Agent, beeing allof hispriuie counfell, with manye 
other Lordes, Gentlemen, and other perfons of great worfhippe 


and calling to the number of about twoo hundred lotíemch and 
a thoufandefootemen. And in the fame by reafon ofhis woundes 
becamefo weake and feeble, that hecoulde not cbyde tofit his 
horfe nor be carryed in his Litter, but was éryuento be borne vp- 


pon mens fhouliers, "Thencomming to the Towne of eM on

ter parte of the Citizens refufed to make refiftaunce againfle

fame, his maieftie gaue fuche order that the foldiours excee= 
ded not in their infolencie, fothat all thinges were foone in 


quietneffe , his maieftie lodging there firft in the monatfterye of | 


the dominican. freres. by the fpace of three dayes, wente fiom- 
thence to a vetye fayre large houfe pleafauntlye {cituated yp- 
pon.the riuer and beelonging to Francifco de T auares 2 gentleman 
who alittle before was gone tothe king of (affileto fue for pardon 


bycaufe he had faluted and acknowledged king Anthonie for kin g. 


When Kiage Aztbezy had caufed certaine traytours in this Cyty to 
be executed by order of law,he continued hisiourney cowarde the 


faid towne of porto of Portugal lykewife fomm oning the citizens 


ofthe fame to acknowledge him fortheir kin g,and.to openthe 


gates of their eyty vnto him.Jn thistowne wasthen gcuernor Par-- 


taleon de Sá brother of Frauncis deSaoneof the three gouernours, 
which prefentlye after Dow Anthonie was chofen King,fled to the 
_ King of Caftile, .. This gouernour being likewife wonne to the 

. King of C af iles ide, wasa meane with other of his complices 


that entrance into this towne was denyed to King Aatheny, his 
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maieftie conceauing greate difpleafure thereat affembled men 
from all partes thereaboutes to encreafe his armie & made al pof- 
fible preparation to paffe ouerthe Ryuer andtake thetowne by 
force . Whenallthinges neceffary for the fiege were ina reedi- 
nes,as the king was marching with all hishofte againftthe town - 
hauing in his campe about twelue thoufand men, and yetthe moft 
ofthem vnarmed, the Citizens began prefentlye to ryfe in fucha 
mutinie againft Pantaleon the gouernour and his complyces who 
pretended to refift Don Authonio and his men,that the fayde go-- 
governor and his pertakers had mucha doe to faue themfeiues by 
flight from the furye ofthe people, whereby itcame to paffe that al 
the religious and clergy men ofthe towne camme foorth to meete 
the King, befeeching his maieftie to pardon the Cytizens in that 
they had not yeilded the towne into his hands vpon the firft fom- 
monce according tothcir alleagence and the dutye oftheir oath. 
Whereuponthe King in thend, was content ofhis naturall clemé- 
cic to pardon their offence vpon condition they fhould compound 


withthefouldiours to whome he had graunted the facking ofthe 


towne. Byreafon whereroftne Citizens promifed for the fafe- 
garde of the fame from facking, to giue the fouldioures a hundred 
thoufande Duckets. Andfothe Kinge at his entraunce into the 
towne was honorablye receaued by the Citizens, whereupon his. 


maieftte prefently fent the Bifhop of Guardia from thence with al © 


{peede to the'next prouince called Extre dneroe Minbo to encou- 
rage thinhabitans and gather men & victuals for thaugmenting 
and prouifion of his campe , andfo ftayed certaine daies in the 
fame towne expecting aide and gunpowder from Fraunce. 
Nowe the Duke of sna ( vnderftandinge howe Kinge Ate 
thony was come to Porto and there encrefed his army) feared leaft 
his Maiefty fhould receaue aide from Eraunce,and therefore inall 
haft fente Samcbo de Ausla ({ometime couernour of the Caftle of 
| Antierp)with twa thoufand horfemen and eyght thoufand foote 
men, Artilleric and all other munitions and neceffarye prouifion 
of warte to befiege the faide towne cf Porto, who ariued there a- 


bout thirtie daies after King Den Anthonio came thither. Nowe | 


when the faid King Don Anthoniowas informed of thenimies com 
ming he gaue order toalltownes where they fhould paffe;to giue 
them free paffage without refiftaunce forthat his maicftie coulde

. not defende them by reafon he wanted horfemenand eunpow- 
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der,andthatthe greatefl part of his fouldiors which ferued him in 
the getting of Porto, were retyred hoame to their owne houles, 
When: Sancho Dauila was come before the Towne of Perte,hee 
ftayed with his armie and planted his artillery vppon the farther 
fide of the riuer of Dureto ouer againft Perto, trom whence he be- 
ganto barterthe wallesof the towne with his artillery, but foraf= 


much ashe got little this way by reafon of the great {pace which 


was betweene him andthe towne, he determinédto paffe cuer 
theriuer to that fide,which lyeth ‘next Porto “And inthe ende ac- 
complifhed his determination with certaine barques and bostes, 
whichfor the fame purpofe he had procured from all partes. For 
King Don Antbouies men were notable to hinderthe {aid paflace, 
by reafon they were for the méfte part'ynarmed and vnexpcri- 


' enced; > : | 


King Aztboniefecing hisaffaires inthefe hardtermes determi- 
nedto make his retrayte tothe towne of Urane, a port alfo ofthe 
fea,intending there to embarque himfelfe for Fraunce,with many 
noble men and others following him,to-abott the number of five 
hundred, with whom he came to Usane verye late in the night, 
weary and euill ateafe,& not yet throughly healed ofhis wounds. 
Inthis place,he prepared fiue fhips the next daye, andfurhifhed 
them with victualles and all other neceffaries forthe fayde em- 
barquement. Now whenall thinges were ready therevnto,and 
the king and his companye almoftallembarqued there chaunced: 
2 great tempeft with a contrary winde.outofthe fea ; whereby the 
fhips were allftayedand could not depart out of the hauen, In the 


 meane {pace Sancho Dauila fending ‘his horfemen before, caine 


after himfelfe with the refte of his atníye tobefiege the towne. 
Wherefore King Avthonie fearing leaftthe fhips would fromthe 


the land atlaftbevexéd and funcke with the artillery ofthe enné- 
mie,and feeing he coulde notfayle out'of the hatien by reafon of 


contrary wind, detéftnined (while he Rad time Jtó faue him felfe 
from fo apparant a daunger, before thennemie had hemmedhim 


“inonall fides. And theréforein all haft forfakitie the fhippes, with 


great griefe, he tooke his leaue of the principall noble men,and o- 
thers that were about him,exhorting them, euery man to provide 
for their fafety by the beftmeanes they could:amongft whom the 
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chiefe ‘were,the fayde Erle of Uimnofo, the Bilhop of Guardia, £- 
manuel de Sylaa, Peter Fernanda ,and Diego de eMenefes, with 
manye other of the auncient nobilitie, prayinge them to bee 
all of good courage, hopinge at lafle fortune woulde {fo 


chaunge that hee mighte gyue them honourable recompence | 


for their good feruices doone vnto himand which he hoped to 
receaue at their handes in time to come. 

Thus.King Antbanie with all poffible fpeede pafled awaye on 
foot vp the riuer fide , haning in his companye onelye his fayde 
Agent, and one of his feruauntes called Thomas Cachero, 


with twoo. honefte Burgheffes of the fayde towne of Miane | 


who knewe the coaftes of the countreye, fending histreafurer 
before him with. aboutefourtie men attending the fame. Bur 
hauinge in this maner paffed but alittle waye, they {pied vppon 


an hill not farre off, a troupe of the ennemies horfemen bee- 


ing fiftie in number or aboue., who feemed to come downe 
into the plaine ficlde, and directlye to take their courfe toe 
wardthe king. 


Wherefore for the auoyding of fo prefenta daunger, by his. 


Agentes counfell, hee caufed. the company attending his trea-. 
fourer to depart from him and to martche and paffe with the 
fame ouer the playne fielde , whileft him felfe with his. A- 


gent, Thomas Cachero and.the fayde twoo Burgheffes of Ui- 


ane helde on their waye by the riuer fide. This deuife tooke: 
good fucceffe, forthe ennemy directed his courfe ftraight to- 


warde the-greater companye, making none accoumpt of the: 


finaller number which. paffed by the riuer fide. Infomuch 
that while the enneinye fpente his time to purfue and take 


the treafurer ( amonting to littleleffe then a milion of golde) Tbe: 
king founde meane (when. he was.gota good waye of )to faue. 


Bim. felfe (with: thofe foure that were in hiscompanye) by wa- 


ing that fide. where the towne of Usane is{cituate,. they {pie 


ding euer the fayde riuer where it was fhallow, butyet the wa-- 


ter came vp to their breftes as they paffed thorough. 


When they were thus come to the other fide ofthe riuer bee-. 
da: 
farre: 
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 farreoff, othertroupes of horfemen and footemen who ( by all 
likelyhood ) fought alfo for the King, for which caufe his maieflye 
aud his companyethought good to goe ouerthe riuer agayneto 
the fame fide from whence he came.’ Vponthe accomplifhmene 
whereof they hidde them felues amongeft bufhes and young trees 
by the water fide , where they aboade all the fame daye 
which was the twelfth of October faftinge and wette, for 


ic {cant ceafed from rayning all that daye, Atnightthey | 


went afoote from thence by pathes and otherwyfe as they 

. coulde, to a Village about two myles from Jae, beeing 
there receaued into a poore wydowes houfe where: hee re- 

fied all the fame nighte and the daye follewinge. The 
nexte night hee departed from thence to othér placestho- 
rough vnfrequented wayes and defartes , taking with him 

to the companye hee had before, a fift man whofe name 

was lafper de Gran , whome hee founde vppon the fhore 

at his firfte paffage ouer the riuer . ^ This‘ fafper was ‘one 
ef his olde and mofte faythfull feruauntes, who"was the 
s  greateft meane that the Kinge had,fo happely efcaped out of 


the AZoeres handes when hee was captive in’ Aphrica, — 


 — Now for that Sencho *Dauila coulde ‘not finde the Kinge 
in the fhippes, neither inthe: Towne of Jane not elfewhere 
there aboutes , hee gaue order to’ all his horfe men and 
foote men to difperfe them felues in diuerfe troupes, and to 
paífe into all places and Villages of the prouince adioyning, 
called in the Portugal! tongue, Entre Duero e Minho, to fecke 
for King Aathonie , promifing great and ample rewarde to 
whofocuer fhoulde bringe him pryfoner.: and wrote ‘to the 
Duke of Alva remayning {till at Lisboxe to appoynt fufficient 
watch and warde in euety of the fea portes to watch diligently 
that King Autbonie embargued not him felfe to depart out of the

“ANo the Duke of Alva him felfe and Sancho Dauila 
withall wrote to the like effet, to all townes andiplaces "n 
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the Kingdome of (aff ile bordering vpon Portugal. In fo much: 
that great and curious fearch was made in euerye place forKinge: 
e" atbonie, . Befides manye Spaniardesand Portugals were hy- 
red and appointed to that bufines,. by the Duke of Awa and other 
oftheking of(zff uer niinifters. Buctheking of (a/filenotto con 
tent proclaymed inall places that whofoeucr coulde bring king 
Anchanie cither dead or aliue;fhoulde haue fne and twenty thou 
fande Duckates of golde for hisrewarde .: \WWhereofopen pro 
clamations were fet vppon the principall Church dores , and alfo - 
vpponthe.gates ofthe Citie of Lisbon and other places of Portugal 
and Cafilejanid befides all this,the King of Caf ile grievouflye pus 
nifhed whomfotuer he knew or fufp ected to beate good willta

! Butifall perils and difcommodities whiche King Anthony fuf- 
fered while hee thus wandered in defartes and folitarye places to 
cícape thatides of his enimie,fhould here bee exprefled and fette 
dowae;fcarfe woulde alarge volume fuffice thereunto. Yetthis 
isto be noted, how all this happened to his maieftie when he was 
aboue thage of fortye yeres,and not in perfite health, in the mid- | 
deft of winter, and coldeft countrey ofall Portugall, where hee 
was conflrayned to fpende many nightesin the playne fieldes and 
that very often in fnowe and rayne all the ni ght long, without ey- 
therfire or other remedy eat the colde,being for the moft part 
all the whole daye without meate or drinke , for his foode ({uch. 
as it was) for the moft part was brought vnto him in the nighte by: 
the fayde countriman Ferdinando Afartines, (Yea his maieftye 
thoughte himfelfe happye when hee coulde put hisheade vnder 
fome roofe, and refte hymfelfe vppona padde of ftrawe,whiche:

euer bewrayed him to the Caftilians, and yet were they not igno-. 
raunt ofthe great quantitie-of moncy which the king of Cafe by 
open proclamations had promifed to whofocuer coulde deliuer: 
him dead oraliue ,. In allthefe fo great and incomparable daun-. 
SUIT OG uoo gers» 
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*gersthe fayde king Dor Anthoniohath alwayes fhewedfo chere- 
full and conftante a mynde asthough no misfortune atall , had 
chaunced vnto him alwaies encouraging and comforting thofe 
that were in his company .fetting alwaies before hisown e eyesa 
Aedfalt bope notonely to paffe and ouercome all thefe dangers & 
oyles but alfo in thendt'attaine to the recouery of his kingdome. 
Heere alfo isto bee noted, that whileft Kinge &frtbouie was 
toffed in all thefe daungers and miffortunes he omitted notanye 
thing that might further hisefcaping from the tyrants handes. For 


' foure tymes he attempted to take fhipping for Fraunce, before he 


coulde bring itto pafie, hauing eucry tyme made conuenient pre- 
paration, defrayed the charges of his {nipping , and made all o- 
other neceflarye prouifion for his vayage, firftatthe towne and 
porte ofe/Zuero, the leconde tyme at Lisbon, the thirde tyme 
at Villa Noua of Milfontes the fourth tyme at the Hauen of Sizim- 
bre nere Setubail, butthe number of fpyes and traytorsaf well Por- 
tugalles as {panyardes was fo great,and their awayting and vigi- 
lancie fo extreme, that thefe the Kinges attemptes were fruftrated — 
(although mofte fecretlye handled, yea his maieftie was not free 
from his apprehenfion at what tyme he firft prepared for his em- 
barquing at Lisbon, for hee was there almoft entrapped as more 
particularly heereafterfhallbe declared . ^ Befides his maiefty 
inthe moneth of December fent fecretlye into Fraunce ferom de 
Siluaa gentleman of a noble and auncient houfe to fignifie vnto 
the moft Chriltian french King and the mofte excellent princeffe 
the Q ueene-mother that he was yet liuing and in good healthe, 
forthat he vnderítoode , the Kingof Caffsle had writtento many 


~ Princes of chriftiandome, howe he was dead. 


Nowe whenthe king of (afte had eftablifhed his affaires in 
Portugallaccording to his pleafure, he fent incontinentlye lettres 
to allthe townes of Apbrica,of the Eaft Indyes,the country of Bra- 
file and other countreyes and I(landes depending ofthe Crowne 
of Portugall,requiting them from thencefoorth to acknowledge 
hii for their foueraigne Lorde and Prince, whiche hee eafily 
obteyned attheirhandes, byreafon there ranne a rumour that 
Kinge enthonie wasdeade, and for thatthey faweno lykely- 
hoode how he could euer recouer his kingdom, and befides thefe 
countreis and townes cannot want the traflique of ‘Portugall from

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whence they haue their prouifion of victualls, munidons of warre 
and other neceffaries , wherefore in thend they fubmitted them- 
felues intothe king of ('afHles handes more by neceffitie, then for 
any good will The King of Cajtile alfo wrote to the lyke effe& to:

_Aboute the fame tyme; when Kinge Dow Ant honie was (asis- 
aforemencioned) come to Ca/sis hee ftayed not long there , but 


| paffed with all expedition into England,from whence he prefent- 
lye difpatched a Carauell, towarde the faide Iflande of T Ad

with letters to. Cipriande Figneredo aduertifing him ofthe fucceffe 
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of his voyage, and howehe was arriued in healthinthe realme of 
England. Vppon the receipte of thefe letters , Ciprian himfelfe 
and all thinhabitants ofthillande conceaued fuche ioy as isfcant 
poffible to be beleued. For manye of them thought his maicftie 
had bene eyther dead or fallen into thandes of his enemy notwith- 
ftanding the Conftable,and Aathonye de Britto Pimentillhad per- — 
faded certaine of thiflanders, (who repaired into Fraunce to in- 
quire newes ofhim)howe his highneffe was come thither and for 
a certaine refpestc kept himfelfe fecrete in a Caflle, whereat thi- 
flanders greatly reioyced, whome (;pryan confirmed inthis good 
opinionjalthough he fuppofed the fame to be cunningly inuented 
(asin truth it was) by the Conftable and Authonte de Brittotoen~ 
courage the people and keepe them in good deuotion toward.
